Response to Preliminary Amendment 

1 . Preliminary Amendment filed on 3/12/2004 has been entered and made of record 
as Paper No, 03/2004. In Preliminary Amendment, claims 2-27 have been canceled. 
Claim 1 is pending in the application. 

Claim Objections

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claim 1, as best understood, is rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Applicants' Admitted Prior Art or Suhara (U.S Pat No. 6,108,900). 

Regarding claim 1, Applicants' Admitted Prior Art teaches a method of supplying 
a substrate comprising the step of: supplying the substrate on which a chip is to be 
mounted to a chip mounting apparatus in the form of a discrete substrate or an 
independent unit substrate consisting of a plurality of discrete substrates (page 1 line 12 
through page 5 line 16 and Figs. 1-4). 
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Regarding claim 1 , Suhara teaches a method of supplying a substrate CS 
comprising the step of: supplying the substrate CS on which a chip CC is to be mounted 
to a chip mounting apparatus in the form of a discrete substrate or an independent unit 
substrate consisting of a plurality of discrete substrates (col. 22, liSnes 35-65 and Figs.
